Sir—I have the honor to submit to you the following report on the births, deaths, and 


marriages registered in South Australia in the year 192 :— 


Among the more noteworthy features of the report the following may be selected :— 


The actual number of births registered was the highest ever recorded in this State, and the birth rate was 
the highest since 1896: while the natural increase to population from the excess of births over deaths was 
greatest since 1885, and has been only once exceeded in the history of the State. 

The marriage figures for the year were exceedingly satisfactory. The number of marriages was the 
greatest ever recorded, and the marriage rate, though not quite equal to that of 1911, was, with the 
exception of that year, a record one. At the commencement of the ten years 1901-1910, South Australia 
had the lowest marriage rate of all Australian States; for the years 1911 and 1912, the rates were the highest 
in Australia. 

The deaths registered number more than in any year since 1899, and the death rate per 1,000 of 
population was rather higher than that of any of the previous five years, but was lower than that of any uf 
the other Australian States for the year. 

The infantile mortality, though not quite as low as that for the record year 1911, was still very favorable, 
and was lower than that of any other Australian State for the year; while the average for several years 
shows that South Australia has the lowest rate of any country in the world. 


BIRTHS, DEATHS, AND MARRIAGES IN SOUTH AUSTRALIA IN 1912. 


POPULATION, 


The estimated population on December 81st, 1912, was 480,090, viz., 218,613 males and 211,477 
females. ‘This showed an advance of 11,918 on the estimated population at the beginning of the year, 
made up of 7,748 by excess of births over deaths, and 4,175 by excess of immigration over emigration. 

The estimated mean population was 421,644 (214,416 males and 207,228 females). 


BIRTHS. 


The births registered numbered 12,079, being more by 1,022 or 9°24 per cent. than those recorded in 
1911, and being the highest number registered in any year. 

The birth rate per 1,000 of the population was 28°65, against 26°89 in the previous year, and was the 
most satisfactory since the year 1896. The birth rate reached its lowest point (28°84) in 1903, since 
which year a gradual improvement has taken place. ‘The rate for 1912 is exactly the same as that of the 
Commonwealth. , 

By means of a tabular statement, which may be found on page 12, and the information in which—like 
all similar information given in this report—has been taken from the latest and most authentic sources, the 
birth rate of South Australia can be compared with the birth rates of the Commonwealth, the other 
Australian States, New Zealand, the different parts of the United Kingdom, and several other countries. 

Of the total births registered in 1912, 6,168 were male births and 5,911 female, the proportion of the 
former to 100 of the latter being 104°35. In England, according to recent returns, the proportion for the 
five years ended with 1910 was 103°9. The Commonwealth ratio for 1911 was 104-73. 


Plural Births.—There were in 1912, 125 cases of twins (1385 males and 115 females). 

In the first quarter of the year the births numbered 2,880, in the second 2,861, in the third 3,126, and 
in the fourth 8,212; the births of the second and third quarters being, contrary to the general rule, less 
numerous than those of the first and last. 


Tilegitimate Births.—The births entered in 1912 as illegitimate numbered 569 (311 males and 258 
females), against 464 in the previous year. The percentage of illegitimate births to the total births registered 
during the year was 4°71.

The illegitimate births per 1,000 unmarried and widowed women aged 15 to 45 in each State, in the 
Commonwealth and New Zealand in 1911, were as follows :—Queensland, 15:5; New South Wales, 14:5: 
Western Australia, 14:0; Commonwealth, 12°6; Tasmania, 11:9; Victoria, 10°35; New Zealand, 9:2; and 
South Australia, 8:5. 

LEGITIMATION. 


In 1898 an Act was passed entitled “The Legitimation Act,” making provision for the legitimation 
of children born before marriage on the subsequent marriage of their parents. In 1902 “The Legitimation 
Amendment Act,’ which amended the principal Act mainly in the direction of abolishing the time limit of 
30 days and allowing registration to be effected at any time after marriage, was passed. Under these Acts 
any child born out of wedlock whose parents afterwards marry is deemed to have been legitimated by such 
marriage from birth, on the birth being registered in the manner prescribed. From 1903 to 1912 the births 
of 187 children have been so legitimated. 

NATURAL INCREASE. 


The natural increase or excess of births over deaths was 7,748 in 1912 against 7,019 in 1911, and was. 
with the exception of the year 1885, the highest recorded. 


DEATHS. 

The deaths registered in 1912 numbered 4,336, being more by 298 than those of the previous year, and the 
highest number recorded since 1899, being above the decennial average by 440. The increase in the number 
of deaths over those for 1911, was shown in every age group, but was highest amongst infants and old 
people. Seven hundred and forty-four children under one year died in 1912, against 669 in 1911, and 1,493 
persons of 65 years and upwards in 1912, against 1,886 in 1911. 

The deaths of males were 2,409, and of females 1,927, the proportion of the former to 100 of the 
latter being 125-01, which was greater by 20°66 than the proportion of male to female births. 

Of the total number of deaths recorded in the year, 1,088 were registered in the first quarter, 1,124 in 
the second, 1,130 in the third, and 994 in the fourth, the mortality of the first half of the year being, 
as usually happens, greater than that of the last. 


The death rate per 1,000 of the mean population was 10:28, which was more than the rate for the 
previous year by 0°46. A reference to the comparative statement, near the end of this report, will show 
that South Australia had the second lowest rate of all the countries specified. 


The average death rate for the last five years was 10°01. In the other Australian States the average 
rates for the same period were as follows :—

As very full particulars are given in the tables accompanying this report respecting the different causes 
of death specified in them, it is considered necessary to refer specially here to only some of those in the 
epidemic general division and a few of the other causes. 


Typhoid Fever.—There were 39 deaths (32 males and 7 females) from typhoid fever, being more by 16 
than the number recorded in 1911. 
The following table shows the death rates from this disease per 1,000 of the mean population for the last

The deaths in this State from typhoid fever in 1912 included one of a child under 5 years of age, 
while there were only 6 deaths of persons over 45. Of the 89 deaths 9 occurred in the four districts 
forming ‘“ Adelaide and suburbs” (that is, Adelaide, Norwood, Hindmarsh, and Port Adelaide), only 2 
in the districts south of Adelaide district, and the remaining 28 in the other parts of the State. 

It is noteworthy how very few deaths from this disease occur in all that portion of the State which lies 
south of the district of Adelaide. From 1887 to 1912 they numbered in each year respectively only 4, 8, 8, 
Qe ea cOe les Osos le Oy led GOs Ooo.

The deaths from typhoid fever in 1912 were distributed over the whole year, with the exception of the 
months of June and July, though the mortality from it during the first half was very much greater than 
that for the remainder of the year. 


Scarlet Fever, Measles.—In 1912 there were 12 deaths from scarlet fever, being 10 more than in the 
previous year, while there were 15 deaths from measles, against 16 in 1911. 


Whooping Cough.—There was 1 death from whooping cough, against 29 in 1911. The average number 
of deaths from this disease for the five years 1907-1911 was 386. 


Diphtheria and Croup.—The deaths from diphtheria numbered 58 (28 males and 35 females), being 
less by 7 than those recorded in 1911. Twelve of the deaths were of persons over 10 years of age. 

Judging from the returns of several years, it would seem that though no age protects a person from 
liability to attack from this malady, the mortality from it is chiefly confined to children under 10 years old. 
Of the total deaths from diphtheria, 30 were registered in ‘Adelaide and suburbs” and 2 in the districts 
south of the Adelaide district, and the remaining 26 in the other parts of the State. 


For the 15 years ended with 1909 the State had been comparatively free from diphtheria, and the 
deaths in this period were very few. Between the years 1881 and 1894, however, the disease was prevalent 
and the death rate was high.

Influenza.—'the deaths from influenza in 1912 were the least in number, with the exception of 1911, 
since the year 1889. ‘Twenty-one persons (14 males and 7 females) succumbed to this disease, against 14 
in 1911. Tuberculosis 
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Tuberculosis of the Lungs.—The deaths from phthisis were 315 (164 males and 151 females), being 
more by 87 than the number registered in 1911. Of the total deaths from all causes 7°26 per cent. were 
attributed to phthisis, against 6°88 in the previous year, while the proportion of deaths from this disease 
per 1,000 of the mean population was 0°75, against 0°68 in 1911.

All Tubercular Diseases.—Vhe deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 375, (200 males and 175 
females) against 349 in the previous year, and an average of 382 for the last five years. 


Cancer.—The deaths from cancer (including all malignant new growths) numbered 825 (173 males and 
152 females), ar. increase of 22 on those registered in 1911. ‘The proportion of deaths from this disease 
per 1,000 of the mean population was 0°77, against 0°74 in the previous year.

All the deaths in South Australia in 1912 from cancer, except 10, were of persons over 30 years of age. 


In England the mortality from cancer has always been very much less amongst the male than amongst 
the female portion of the population. For instance, in the quinquennium ended with 1910 the average annual 
death rates there from this disease, per 1,000 of the mean population of each sex, were 0°82 and 1:05 respec- 
tively. In this State, though for the last few years the female rate has been rather higher than the male,. 
the average rate of mortality is about the same for each sex, as the following table will show :—

Diabetes. 
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Diabetes.—Fifty-four deaths (19 males and 35 females) were attributed to this disease in 1912, against 
40 in 1911. Most of the deaths occur after middle life; of the above total 47 were of persons over 45 years 
of age. 


Meningitis caused 49 deaths (28 males and 21 females) during the year, against 55 in 1911. This 
disease is principally confined to children and young people; 28 out of the total deaths were of children 
under 5 years of age. 


Diseases of the Heart.—Of the total deaths from all causes registered in 1912, 463 (or 10°68 per cent.) 
were caused by one or other of the diseases of the heart shown in the abstracts, as against 427 in 1911. 


Diseases and Accidents of Pregnancy and Childbirth.—The deaths ascribed in 1912 to these causes 
were 44, against 61 in the previous year. The proportion which deaths from these causes bore to 1,000 
registered births was 8°64, against 5°52 in 1911. The following table shows the proportions in South

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External Causes (Violence, §c.).—The deaths from these causes numbered 286 (281 males and 55 
females), being more by 23 than the number in 1911, and being 6-6 per cent. of the total deaths. Included 
in the 286 were 51 deaths (45 males and 6 females) by suicide, being more by 17 than the number recorded 
in 1911. The average annual number of suicides for the last 10 years was 40. The proportion of 
deaths by suicide per 1,000 of the mean population in 1912 was 0°12. 


For comparison it may be stated that the proportion for the Commonwealth in 1911 was 0°12, while 
the most recent returns available give the figures for the undermentioned countries as follows :—

The rate for 1912 is somewhat higher than that for 1911, which was the lowest recorded. That a 
notable reduction has taken place in recent years is manifest, if the two decennial periods ending with 1902 
and 1912 be compared; the average rate for the first is 10°61, and for the second 7:04, a decrease of 34 per 
cent.

The chief causes of deaths of infants during the year were : Prematurity, congenital debility, and 
malformations, 358 deaths, or 48 per cent. of the total; diarrhoea and enteritis, 131; bronchitis and 
pneumonia, 70; convulsions, 22; and meningitis, 15. 


INDEX OF MORTALITY. 

In the annual report for 1902 a very full explanation was given respecting the nature of and the method 
of calculating the adjusted death rates, known amongst the statisticians of the Commonwealth States and 
New Zealand as “ indexes of mortality.”

MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered in 1912 numbered 4,056 not only being more by 20 than those celebrated in 
1911, but also being the highest number ever recorded in any one year. Since 1903 every year has 
shown a satisfactory advance in marriages, and the number in 1912 is 79 per cent. higher than that for 1903. 
The marriage rate (that is, the rate of marriages, not of persons married) per 1,000 of the mean popula- 
tion was 9°62, against 9°81 in the previous year, and was the second highest rate ever recorded. 
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The South Australian marriage rate for 1912 was the highest in Australasia, New South Wales being 


highest with 9°54. 


The marriages celebrated in the first quarter of the year numbered 920; in the second, 1,090; in the 
third, 986; and in the fourth, 1,110. 
Table 18, accompanying this report, gives detailed information as to the ages of the persons married, 
and shows how many of them were bachelors or widowers, spinsters or widows, and how many were unable 
to write their names.

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This table, first introduced in the annual report for 1891, evidently serves the purpose for which it 
was originally, and is still, intended. It now indicates pretty clearly the periods of prosperity and those of 
depression in the State during the last thirty-two years. : 


It is the opinion of statisticians that if through a series of years the number of marriages in each year be 
compared with the number of legitimate births in the following year, a very fair estimate can be obtained of 
the average number of children born to each married couple. Although the figures of a long series of years 
are required to demonstrate the correctness of this opinion, it is generally only necessary to examine those of 
a few years to obtain estimates that may be relied on. The following figures show the proportion of births to 
each marriage in South Australia fur twenty-seven years, in each instance the births compared being for the 
year given and the marriages for the year before : —

GENERAL RESULTS OF THE YEAR FOR THE STATE. 


Viewed asa whole, 1912 showed a remarkable improvement with respect to births and natural increase, 
in regard to marriages it was the best year the State has known, while in reference to its death record, 
though not a bad year it was not as favorable us any of the five preceding years. 


ADELAIDE AND SUBURBS. 


By “Adelaide and suburbs” is meant an area consisting of the four registration districts of Adelaide . 
Hindmarsh, Norwood, and Port Adelaide. Within this area (which is 262 square miles in extent) there 
are, in addition to the city of Adelaide, the city of Unley, and the city of Port Adelaide, six corporate 
towns, and many other towns and villages. The estimated population of Adelaide and suburbs on December 
31st, 1912, was 196,567 (93,969 males and 102,598 females). The estimated mean population of the year 
was 194,498 (92,959 males and 101,539 females). The births registered during the year numbered 5,883 
(8,060 males and 2,823 females); the deaths, 2,543 (1,868 males and 1,175 females); and the marriages, 
2,505. The births were more by 658, the deaths more by 117, and the marriages more by 153 than those 


recorded in the previous year. The birth rate per 1,000 of the mean population was 30:25, the death 
: rate 
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rate 13:07, and the marriage rate 12°74. The birth rate was higher by 1°60, the death rate higher by 2°79, 
and the marriage rate higher by 3°12 than the corresponding rates for the State. The birth, death, and

It will be seen that in every one of these years the rate was higher than the corresponding rate for the 
whole State shown ina previous table. It will be seen, too, that, as happened also in the case of the 
whole State, the rates since 1903 showed a remarkable decline. 

For comparison, the birth and death rates (inclusive, at least as far as the first six towns are concerned» 
of all births and deaths in public institutions) per 1,000 of the mean population of the Australasian capital 
cities and suburbs and of several of the largest towns in Great Britain are here given. The figures for the 
British towns have been taken from the returns of the Registrar-General of England, while those for the 
Australasian capitals have for the most part been extracted from special returns, which, on application, were 
supplied to this office by the statistical authorities of the different Australian States and New Zealand :—

CITY OF ADELAIDE. 

The estimated population of the city on December 31st, 1912, was 42,828 (21,083 males and 21,745 
females). The births registered in 1912 numbered 1,273, being more by 14 than those of the previous year ; 
and the deaths 1,048, being less by 14 than those of the previous year. In several of the numbered tables 
accompanying this report (particularly tables 21, 22, and 23) will be found statistics referring specially to 
the city. 

The statistical authorities of the different Australian States and New Zealand do not agree as to how far 
births and deaths occurring in public institutions, such as hospitals, asylums, gaols, &c., should be included, 
or whether any of them at all should be included, in the calculation of the birth and death rates of cities or 
other large towns. Nor, in reference to this matter, are they agreed as to what institutions should be com- 
prehended under the description “ public,” some giving a much wider meaning to the term “ public institu- 
tions’ than others do. ‘The only comparison, therefore, that can be conveniently made between the birth and 
death rates of the city of Adelaide and those of other large Australasian towns is one between the rates 
inclusive of all births and deaths in public institutions. The following figures show the rates per 1,000 of 
mean population in the towns named, exclusive of suburbs. ‘They are in all cases the rates inclusive of all 
births and deaths in public institutions :—

The marriages celebrated in the city of Adelaide in 1912 numbered 1,083. The marriage rate per 1,000 
of the mean population was 25°38 It is probable, however, that not half of the persons married in the 
city had their usual residence therein. From 
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From many points of view it is no doubt an advantage to the city of Adelaide that it is the only great 
medical centre in South Australia—-the only place, in fact, where sick people and invalids of every class can 
easily obtain all the special medical aid and nursing attendance and other conveniences which they need or 
think they need. Its attraction, however, in this respect, has necessarily one very undesirable effect—it leads 
to its mortality record being very much higher than it otherwise would be. In 1912, for instance, the gross 
death rate of Adelaide reached 24:56 per 1,000 of the mean population. If, however, as shown in table 23 
accompanying this report, the deaths in the Adelaide Hospital, the Consumptive Home, and the Destitute 
Asylum of persons not usually resident in the city be excluded, the rate falls considerably—-it comes down 
to 17:08. Further, if the deaths in the Children’s Hospital, private hospitals, nursing homes, and similar 
places, of persons whose usual homes were not in Adelaide be also eliminated, the rate comes down to 13°82. 
But, in addition to these facts, it would be necessary, before a correct view of the city mortality could be 
obtained, to know how many deaths occurred in private residences, hotels, and ordinary lodging-houses of 
persons who had come or been brought into Adelaide for the very reason that they were seriously ill or ailing 
in some way. ‘That its attraction as a medical centre is the chief reason—if it is not, indeed, the only 
one-~why the city of Adelaide, compared with the remainder of South Australia, has so high a death 
record will, perhaps, be more apparent and more readily admitted if it be remembered that it is not 
possible to name with certainty or even suggest any other sufficient cause or causes that would not be 
equally operative in the eight suburban municipalities taken collectively; and yet in 1912 the combinea 
gross death rate of these towns was only 9°30. 


CORPORATE TOWNS. 


In table No. 25 accompanying this report will be found the usual statistics with respect to the popula- 
tions, births, and deaths of twenty-three corporate towns, including the city of Adelaide. The birth and deatn 
rates per 1,000 of mean population in the towns referred to in the table, taken in groups, were as follows :-—

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‘The deaths of French persons abroad, civil and military, are registered in France, and this may have 
the effect of causing the death rate there to be somewhat overstated. It will be seen that in the compara- 
tive statement as it stands South Australia shows the twelfth highest birth rate, the second highest marriage 
rate, the second lowest death rate, and the fourth highest natural increase. If, however, only the 
Commonwealth, the Australian States, and New Zealand are considered, South Australia shows the fifth 
highest birth rate, the highest marriage rate, the second lowest death rate, and the fourth highest natural 
increase. 


SEARCHES AND CERTIFICATES. 


‘The birth, death, and marriage records of the State now cover a period of 70 years (compulsory 
registration began in 1842), and these records are made use of to an increasing extent, and for an increasing 
number of purposes each year. During the twelve months under review 5,925 searches were made for, and 
4,773 certificates were issued to, the general public on payment of the usual fees, while 1,738 searches 
(including 1,194 for pensions purposes) were made for, and 35 certificates were issued to, various 
Government Departments without fee.
